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The Fog of War. 


In one sense local events have brought 
the great war home to our doors; but in 
another it is made almost incredibly re- 
mote. Of the general progress of the 
war our readers have had no news 
whatever for the past two days. All 
those inventions of swift and sure 
means of communication which the 
past. generation has pressed into our 
service are, so far as we are concerned, for 
the moment completely in abeyance. We 
revert abruptly to those conditions of the 
last century when news reached Dublin 
only so quickly as sail might carry it from 
the distant coasts of England. Those 
conditions are varied only by transitory, 
unsubstantial, and tantalising gleams of 
intelligence, and a situation is produced 
not without its humorous aspect. For 


example, we are officially informed that 


Mr. Birrell made a statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday on the dis- 
turbances in Dublin—and that is the full 
extent of our information. His statement 


enough. It is not the less a prejudiced 
blunder. In no spirit, of judicial poise, but 
in a rough attempt to readjust the balances 
for future critics, it is here proposed to look 
at the ‘‘Germania’’ with an opposite bias, 
and, as far as possible, without the aid of 
Pan-Teutonic spectacles. 

None can read its opening chapters and 
forget the cradle of these supermen: an un- 
inviting land of tangled forests, dismal 
swamps, ungenial climate, dreary aspect, 
and social gloom. Memorable, too, are the 
physical characteristics of the folk—their 
tierce blue eyes, red hair, and large frames, 
which, as Tacatus informs us both here and 
in the “ Annals,”” are good only for a spurt. 
Germans they call themselves—originally a 
tribal, not a racial, appellation—because of 
the terror which the name inspired. The 
word “(German ” - (Celtic geir) probably 
signifies “one who shouts,” and denotes a 
warrio.. They are, at any rate, no silent 
race. Accustomed to raise a shout when 
going into battle, they draw from this an 
augury of disaster or success. “‘For they 
inspire terror in the foe, or become flurried 
themselves, according to the sound that goes 
up from the host.” It is not so much any 
expression of words as a warlike chorus. 
The great aim is to produce a hoarse, tem- 
pestuous roar, every man holding his shield 
before his mouth to increase the volume and 
depth of tone by reverberation. ‘The panic 
effect was, no doubt, aggravated by ‘their 
dreadful appearante. Cesar records that the 
Gauls were scared by the fierce looks and 
eyes of the Germans. Thus early does the 
Teutonic tendency to frightfulness assert 


itself. 
A MARTIAL RACE, 

Great as is their strength for a sudden 
effort, their lack of endurance is as strongly 
insisted on. ‘To hunger and cold they have 
become inured by the nature of their 
climate and soil, but not to heat and thirst, 
hard work and wounds. Impatient of pro- 
longed toil—in this undoubtedly they have 
undergone a notable _ change—they are averse 
from agriculture. ' These men can. be far 
less easily prevailed upon to plough the soil 
and wait for the ingathering than to chal- 
lenge the enemy Re take wounds as their 
reward.” For, despite their inability to en- 
dure wounds, they are at heart—the paradox 
is. Nature's—a martial race. From boyhood 
every one is destined for a warrior, whose 
coming. of age is marked by the presentation, 
by his father or some chief or a relative, of 
a shield and lance.. ' This with them is 
equivalent to the taking of the toga with 
us.” . Life thenceforward is enlivened by the 
vicissitudes of almost incessant campaigning, 
All business, whether public or private, is 
transacted, arms in. hand. To a speaker the 
sign of assent most welcome is a rattle of 
arms by his audience. 

So ardent is their devotion to war that 
noble rún, in the rare event of along 
spell of peace, go off of their own accord to 
join other nations .

Observing these 
characteristics in their cradle, and recognis- 
ing them now in their strong prime, is it 
fanciful to hold that, however radiant and in- 
imitable may be certain virtues of the German 
“race, their foibles and their vices are at least 
as permanent and real? : 

But, it may be suggested, Tacitus has de- 
scribed the life and manners not only of the 
early Germans, but of the ancestors of the 
English nation. To such a suggestion there 
is one obvious reply: the radical qualities of 
the German r do not bear transplanting. 
Perhaps, the world at large is not the loser.

The war has 
naturally led to the greatest extension of the 
interest felt for Russia in England. ‘The most 
important side of this interest—the develop- 


ment of serious study, and therefore of |. 


serious information—has been marked by the 
foundation in London University of a school 
of Slavonic studies, following lines similar to 
those already taken by Liverpool. One of the 
first steps in the institution of the new school 
was a lecture at London University by Mr. 
A. B. Boswell, and the two schools are work- 
ing in close co-operation. The staff of the 
School of Russian Studies has also been con- 


sulted with respect to projected developments- 


in the Universities of Shefficld snd Manches- 
ter, and the institution of Russian teaching 
at University College, Nottingham, the Bristol 
Chamber of Commerce, the Cardiff Education 
Committee, Sherborne School, and in the 
schools of the London C ‘ounty Council. There 
18 also a strong development of Russian teach- 
ing in English schools of commerce. At Li- 
verpool School of Commerce, for instance, 
there are already over fifty students. 

In connection: with this new expansion of 
interest and of work an important lead has 
been taken by the University of Cambridge, 
which is devoting this summer 's University 
Extension meeting exclusively to the subject 


of Russia. After the war, when the workers 


in this field are able to make a strong appeal 
to the public interest, it is contemplated to 
organise the whdle work of the school on « 
wider basis. The need for this has been 
made clear bv the war itself, and in particular | 
by the increasing necessity for development 
in England of well-founded intelligence on all 
that relates to Eastern and South-Eastern 
Europe.

INTERESTING COMPETITIONS. 

The Feis Ceoil (Irish Musical Festival) will 
be held in Dublin during the week May 8th- 
loth = The competitions will take place, as at 
present arranged, at the <Antient Concert 
Rooms, and, as regard¢ the organ classes, at 
the Freemasons’ Hall in Molesworth street. 

The objects of the Feis Ceoil Association 
are :-—(a) Tu promote the study and cultivation 
ot Irish musiz; (b) to promote the general 
cultivation of music in Ireland; (c) to hold an 
annual musical festival, or Feis Ceoil, con- 
sisting of prize competitions and concerts; (d) 
to collect and preserve by publication the old 
airs of Ireland. The competitions are open to 
all persons of Irish bigth or parentage, and to 
all bona fide residents in Ireland for the three

A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS. in the City of Dublin and County of Dublin 
certain evil disposed persons and Associations, with the intention of 
subverting the supremacy of the’ Crown in Ireland, have committed 
divers acts of violence, and have with deadly weapons attacked the. 
forces of the Crown, and have resisted by armed force the lawful 
authority of His Majesty’s| Police and Military forces; and 
WHEREAS by reason thereof several of His Majesty’s liege subjects 
have been killed and many others severely injured, and much damage 
to property has been caused; and WHEREAS such armed resist- 


ance to His Majesty’s Authority still continues : 


NOW WE, Ivor Churchill Baron Wimborne, Lord 
Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, by virtue 
of all the powers thereunto enabling us, do hereby proclaim 
that from and after the date of this Proclamation, and for the 


period of one month thereafter, unless otherwise ordered, the

A NEW TEXTILE FIBRE. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

At the present time when, »wing to tte 
searcity of flax, so many flax mills in Ulster 
are working short time, it is very opportune 
to draw attention to the recent invention by 
Professor James Rossi, teacher of © bacter- 
lology at the Royal College of Agriculture, 
Portici, Naples, Italy, of quite a novel pro- 
cess for the retting of China grass and 
rammte fibre. It is well known that, though 
these fibres in the ''crude” state are admur- 
ably fitted to blend with flax. in mannfactur- 
lig operations, and, indeed. to .manufacture 
in place of flax when the latter is unobtain- 
able, flax spinners and linen weavers in 
Ulster have fought shy of using them to any 
extent, because in many cases they have a 
feeling that the chemical treatment by which 
they are ordinarily extracted from the bast 
of these plants mjures the lasting strength of 
the fibres. It is not impossible to degum 
China crass and, ramie fibre without injuring 
Its good lasting strength, and there are at 
least a few chemical processes in existence 
to-day which succeed thoroughly in this re- 


| spect. If this were not the case we should 


not possess prosperous dividend paying mills 
of this kind on the Continent and in Eng- 
land, although the English mills do not as yet 
do so much in the manufacture of piece 
goods, but occupy themselves principally in 
spinning varn for the manufacture of a well- 
known gas mantle. It will, however, now im- 
terest firms in the linen trade to learn that a 
means has been invented by Professor Rossi 
ry which “China grass, and certain desc"'p- 
tions of ramie, can be successullv' retted 
without the use in the process of any 
chemical agents. This process is applicable 
also to the retting of hemp, and flax, 4d 
has for more than two years been used with 
Success on a large scale for this purpose by 
Le Société Francaise du Rouissage Industriel 
of Bonnetable. This concern has now com- 
menced to ret China grass fibre by the Rossi 
process, which is one of a bacteriological 
nature, and it has lately purchased supplies 
of China grass in France. It costs the con- 
cern’ only about £400 to lay down plant 
which will ret five tons of China grass per 
week. As no chemical agents: are used in 
retting the fibre, nothing is. done’ to the 
‘crude '' prespes which can possibly injure 
its natural strength. Government - botanists

| brittle” fibre, or defective in good strength,

Professor Rossi has written several pamph- 
lets on the maceration of textile plants by 
bacteria (selected ferments), and also of China 
grass, or ramie. His process is simple to

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SOME GOLDEN ADVICE. 

A letter written by Captain E. Poulton 
Almack, R.A., who was killed in January last 
while on self-elected duty for his battery, 
shows in a fine light the spirit which. has 
mace the British officer what he is. 

As you'll be just about starting serious 
soldiermg now, he says, I'll write you a short 
lecture if you'll put up with it, not that what 
I am going to say is what I do, or even pre- 
tend to do, or even try very hard to do. But 
if one has not this standard before one—con- 
scious or unconscious—one will not be much 
of an officer. . . An officer's day is never 
done, and his job never finished. He has a 
twenty-four hours day and a seven-day week, 
though possibly he is seldom very hard at it. 
it is when everybody is tired and everything 
is wrong that the officer has got ta’ be particz 
larly careful to put the men first, the horses 
second, and . himself as comfortable as he 
pleases when the first two are cared for. 

It is in wet weather you particularly want 
to go round the horse lines, if only to show 
the picket you can turn out on a wet night, 
too. You can’t expect the picket to face the 
weather all night if the officer won't for half 
an hour. 

Do all you can for the comfort of everybody 
—men, horses, your brother officers. If an- 
other officer, is out in the wet, see a warm 
fire is ready for him when he comes in, that 
his servant has a hot bath for him, etc.,.Exactly 
the same for any men out—see their dinners 
are kept for them. Do as muchas you can, not 
as little. Old-soldiering and ‘sticking one’s toes 
in are the curse of the British Army, and 
especially of the artillery. Play up for the British 
Army, and not just your own little insignificant 
battery. It does not matter whose tarn it is 
or whose job it 7s if you have nothing on hand 
at the moment. . . . Make the men com- 
fortable and make yourselves comfortable. 
and, adove all, pnll together. One other point 
with regard to the men: “It is the master’s 
eve makes the horse fat ” is a very old saying. 
Keep your eye on everything, but let well 
alone, and don’t be always interfering. You 
and the men are all pulling in the same boat— 
out to do your level best and beat the Ger-

mans. Insixt on the very best in everything. 
Nothing elee is good enough. But when there 
is nothing to do, Go nothing, and let the men 
take a day off, too. Gain their confidences 

fo go back to going round the horse lines 
egain. You go round to see that all is right, 
or any little thing wrong to put right, and to 
say a good-night to the sentry—not to try and 
catch the non-commissioned officer of the 
guard “out.” Remember there's no better 
way of making a fine fellow than telling a 
chap he is one.

PLUCKY ACT BY BRITISH

The jingle of the cavalryman’s bit, says 
Mr. G. Wrad Price, writing from Salonika, 
is a sound that has been little heard since 
the first days of the war. But one place at 
least there is where English cavalry mount 
and start away éach morning with a long 
sword on one side of the ‘saddle and a rille 
ready in its bucket on the other, expecting;

} you need only look for Lake Doiran, 40 miles 


due north of Salonika, and the place where 
the Greek, Bulgarian, and Serbian frontiers 
meet. Due. south of the lake is a broad green 
plain; down which a railway runs. to 
Salonika. East of it stretches anether wide 
tliat valley. Between these; two open and 
beautiful ‘low-lying tracts rises a broad 
country of high irregular green hills, ’ road- 
less, Inhabited only by Greek, Bulgarian, and 
Turkish peasantry leading purely medieval 
lives. Near by the * French cavalry has 
actually had a brush with the Germans. 

It is evident that our adversariés are per- 
turbed in mind about our intentions in this 
district. They themselves, since German de- 
tachments relieved Bulgarians in this sec- 
tion of the frontier, havg been industriously 
improving and strengthening the entrench- 
ments which their comparatively uninstructed 
Allies had made.

SIR W. RUNCIMAN ON THE 
«COMING STRUGGLE. 


NEUTRALS’ “TIME OF 
THEIR LIVES.”’ 

Sir Walter Runciman, M.P.; Chairman of 
the famous Moor Line, in a special interview, 
discussed the question of the German mercan- 
tile marine an 
as compared with the British after the war. 
““There is no doubt,” declared Sir ‘Walter, 
“that we are winning this great war, and 
when we have won, then we bhall see to it 
that Germany is no longer a menace from a 
naval, military, or commercial point of view. 

- But when the Allies have proved triumphant, 
. serious discussion must arise: in regard to 
various mercantile fleets. 

“ All the talk at the presént time takes 
the form of much that -is almost ludicrous, 
even though: spoken by so-ralled “expert 
critics.’ At the same time there are hundreds 
of people—not only those who are persistently 
denouncing shipowners for the * gigantic’ pro- 
Gts that are being made out of the war, but 
others who are much less positive in their 
views—who continue to display considerable 
apprehension concerning the jiuture trading 
capacity of.the German nation. . i 

‘There is no need for any; serious regard | 
to be paid to the strength pf the German 
mercantile fleet. No doubt, Germany, always, 
with an eyé to the future, is now adding to. 
the number of her merchant vessels which | 
have been Jaid up since the outbreak of war. 
As for the recovery of trade and sea prestige 
already lost, it is a vain ambition. 


GERMANY’S IDLE SHIPPING. 
hais much idle merchant tonnage Cer- 
many has is a matter of conjecture, just as is 
the number of new merchant; vessels now in 
course of construction. Much or little, the 
issue will be disappointing te the Germans. 
They can never become one/of the leading 
mercantile Powers. Commercially, they must 
in that respect be kept in the background, 
wheré they have been forced) by the British:

“What, is really giving cohcern to British 
shipowners,”’ continued Sir Walter, ‘‘is that 
the neutral countries are reaping such @ har- 
vest just now, that the force of their ‘com- 
petitive power will be felt jin the days to 
come. Here are still good gréunds for anxiety 

as to Britain’s mercantile supremacy. The 
British owners have been, and still are being,, 
soufidly abused because theyjare reputed to 
be making ‘piles of money’ ‘gut of the war 
It is the’ neutrals, not so mich the British, 
who are having ‘the time of their life,’ and 
Britain may euffer in consequence. 

f HIGHER FREIGHTS. . 

“The neutrals are receiving higher freights, 
and, moreover, have the advantage of being 
able to trade in the open mhrkets. Ship for 

ship, their freights are ofteh many shillings 
above that of the British shippers. Again, 
these neutrals—except in Denmark, wherd 
there exists a tax of 25 per cent. on freights— 
are being allowed to retain the whole of their 
profits, whereas British. shipowners have ta 
pay an income tax of 3s. Gd. in the pound 
and 50 pér cent. of war-time profits. 

"(Out of every £100 maide, the Govern: 
ment’s share is £67 to £70. Uther advantages 
are accruing to neutral countries.

In conclusion, Sir Walter Runciman em- 
phasised further restriction in the import of 
commodities, and whilst he felt that sevetal 
articles could be done without and no great 
hardships inflicted upon national life, he was 
not prepared to name any such goods. That 
was a matter for the Board of Trade. As to 
further - taxation on , food, he thought it 
unlikely that there would be any increase, but 
prices would most certainly go up because 
further losses in tonnage were probable either 
by the action of the Government in withdraw- 
ing merchant ships for other purposes, or by 
the enemy's submarine warfare. “ But.” he 
added, ‘‘ better dear food than none at all.”’ 


THE DOMINIONS AND 
THE WAR. 
EXCHANGE OF VIEWS. 


Amidst the greatest world struggle in his- 
tory, and almost within sound of the battles 


| that will decide the future of European civi- 


lisation, a silent ‘evolution of ideas is taking 
place at the heart of the British Empire 
which wil] have a profound bearing upon our 
Imperial future. 10se who have believed in 
the past that Imperial defence was the greatest 
interest common: to all parts of the Empire 
have had the satisfaction of sii (says 
Howard D’Egville, in the Daily T'elegraph) 
during the present war, the statesmen of the 
oversea sister nations called one by one to the 
Imperial Council Board—there to consider 
jointly with the Home authorities the ques- 
tions affecting their national security by sea 
ant land. 

True it is that the year 1915 would have 
seen in the. normal course of events an Im- 
perial Conferefice. There would have been 
the usual discussions round various important 
matters, and doubtless some minor construc- 
tive measures would have been carried into 
effect. But regarding the vital things, the 
things that really matter—Imperial defence, 
the Imperial Constitution, Imperial 'trade— 
it is fairly safe to say that no decision of first- 
rate significance would have been arrived at. 
And why? In the main, the reason which 
would have handicapped the 1915 conference 
would have been the same as that which has 
militated against important decisions being 
taken at other conferences, viz.: That the 
intervals (four years) between the conferences 
are so great that the members feel a certain 
unreality about their deliberations, for a de- 
cision arrived at in one year it may be quite 
inadvisable to carry out in the following vear, 
: CONFERENCES DURING WAR. 

Various proposals have been made from 
time to time to make the conferences more 
continnous, and Mr. Andrew Fisher, the 
present High Commissioner for the Gommon- 
wealth of Australia, proposed in 1911 that 
biennial conferences should be held, with an 
annual subsidiary conference if necessary. 

But it remained for the present mighty con- 
flict of the nations to call into existence a 
remedy which the imagination of statesmen, 
meeting every four years in solemn and peace- 
ful conclave, had utterly failed to discern. 
The war, found the British Empire 
unprepared with constitutional machinery 
for the exchange of views, as 
in most other directions, but the 
exigencies of the situation swept aside the 
constitutional theories«which lawyers had led 
themselves to believe formed the bed-rock of 
the British Constitution; and caused the 
Cabinet in London to call to its inner and 
secret deliberations the Prime Ministers of 
the great Dominions of Canada and Australia. 
While this expedient is, no doubt, under 
present conditions of Imperial constitutional 
development but a temporary measure to sur- 
mount the lack of provision in our Empire 
for continuous consultation, it has, in fact, 
provided a step forward in the formation of 
an Empire Cabinet, upon which even the 
theorists may build with success. Indeed 
sone of them have already pointed out that 
the Cabinet is merely a Committee of the 
Privy Council, and that the King, by con- 
stitutional right, may summon to its meetings 
any members of that Council—even though 
they are not Ministers responsible to the 
majority in the House of Commons. “his is 
no doybt true, and also of some constitu- 
tional interest, but what is of far more 
ganeficance is the recognition of the break- 
down of the* present machinery for consulta- 
tion and the need of providing a Council. or 
Assembly (the name matters little), in which 
exchange of views may take place between 
the, statesmen of the Empire upon vital 
im ce, aS apart 
from questions of purely domestic concern, 

Gradually there is-being evolved an 
Empire Cabinet of statesmen who are outside 
party; and for the AE “iv of consultation 
in London there is no doubt that the Prime 
Ministers of the Dominions are not considered 
in the light of party politicians in their re- 
spective countries. At the same time, it will 
not, of course, be practicable to have a real 
Empire Cabinet permanently sitting in 


‘normal times unless it has behind it a body 


of representative. men, chesen vy the peoples 
or Parliaments of the Empire for the specific 
pu e of deliberating upon Imperial affairs. 
Indications are not wanting that this solution 
may de the trne one, and that, as Mr. Bonar 
Law said the other day, it may be found that 
the big step is no more difficult to take than 
the smal] one. 

French members of Parliament have re- 
cently paid a visit of this character, and 
Russian members are coming; bat the visit uf 
the representatives of the free Parliaments of 
the Empire may, indeed, afford an oppor- 
tunity of exchange of information and ideas 
which, at this crucial epoch in our history, 
should assist in a profound measure the work 
of Imperial consolidation.

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A FRENCHMAN’S VIEWS. 

I; have before me the impressions of a 
Dutchman's journey among the Austro- 
Germans. Do you wish to follow him into the 
hotels and restaurants? We shall get an 
idea of their great alimentary crisis. Thus 
writes M. Maurice Barrés, of the French 
Academy, in the Echo de Paris. 

" At Cologne,”” said this Dutchman, “I 
dined with my wife, not far from the railway 
station, and paid about 9 marks 50, or about 
12 francs, including the tip. This was dear, 
considering the poor meal which was served 
to us. The bill of fare was full, but by 
examining the changes which had several 
times been made in the prices, you got a clear 
idea of their continual rise. I was not able 
to obtain fried potatoes, as fat had to be 
economised.””’ 

Poor Dutchman! . Let us follow him. He 
got into the train for Munich. On the way 
a commercial traveller said to him: “' Ah, yes, 
Holland, that is where our fat comes from, 
our meat, etc.” The traveller found himself 
‘badly rewarded in the capital of Bavaria: 
“ Dear, little, and bad,” he said. For four 
marks—that is to say, five francs—he was 
given ‘“‘the tail of a herring, a few little 
radishes, a stick of celery, half an egg, ahd 
three prawns. In Holland, that would not be 
worth more than sixty centimes.” “ At 
Munich,' he added, “ we made the acquaint- 
ance of bread tickets. - The manager distri- 
buted them to us at lunch. They entitle each 
person to 175 grammes, or to five little cakes 
covering the surface of a five-mark piece. And 
even if it was good! A servant maid told 
us that the domestic staff is often. compelled 
to give to the customers the portion of bread 
which is allotted to it, under penalty of being 
dismissed by the employers.”’ 

Our Dutchman continued by way of Vienna. 
“As for food, it can only be said that it is 
dear and insufficient. The wife of one of our 
friends, having declared that if it continued 
so the people would rise in rebellion, her 
husband (a politician fairly well. known) in- 
terrupted her with this remark: ‘ Poor 
woman, how can there be a rebellion when 
our staunchest supporters are at. the front!’ ”’ 
From. Vienna he went to Budapest: 
‘* Nothing interesting to note except the high 
cost of living and the discouragement of the 
people. . . . In Prague the same costli- 
mess. . . . In Dresden we were served, 
for the first time during our journey, with a 
satisfactory dinner, but at an enhanced ‘price. 
A tobacconist of Dutch extraction said to us: 
“ England. has not much to do to make the 
situation unbearable.” 


FOUR DAYS IN BERLIN, 

“We spent four days in Berlin. In the 
Wertheim bazaar two placards announce that 
for want of string he parcels wiil no longer 
be tied up. Rice, which costs a mark per 
pas is almost, not to be had, as also are 
iaricot, beans and lentils. From Berlin we 
went to Hamburg. The great stir of former 
days is gone. in the Zoological Garden of 
Hagenbeck the animals had to be killed, as 
they were too dear to feed. Enthusiasm has 
completely disappeared ; there are only heard 
endless jeremiads over the high cost of ltving, 
over the large number of deaths, over the 
coming misery.’” And the Dutchman, to con- 
clude, puts the experience of his journey into 
two questions: ‘‘Are the people suffering 
hunger in Germany and Austria? Yes, among 
a large part of the working population. And 
the situation is rapidly becoming worse. .. .”’ 
“ After that he added (remember the informa- 
tion): ‘**‘ Whatisthoughtofus Dutch? They 
think they need us to get all sorts of products 
openly or clandestinely.”’ 

I did not think of abusing the reader's 
patience by putting him in front of this 
humble and precise reality. We believed a 
year too soon in the economic verty of 
our enemies. And, deceived by having 
hoped too soon, many refuse to believe 
that there is any danger to the Germans, Let 
us ledve our notions, let us seek the facts. 
Here are some of them:—The Municipal 
Council of Colmar has just recognised that the 

of poor children is quite insufficient, and 
it has been forced to set up in the schools 
means for feeding children with milk and 
rice. At Strasbourg provisions are wanting. 
Milk is becoming extremely scarce, pastry is 
forbidden, and fat is consumed only by per- 
mission. The regulations are so strict that 
policemen search houses at meal hours. 


FOOD IN THE ARMY. 
_In the Army the men’s food is quite 
enough, at the very least at the front. in 
the home dépots, among the reserves who are 
guarding prisoners and the railways, the diet 
is very different. It is the subject. of end- 
less complaints, and the spirit of those of the 


people who are in contact with these men 


is thereby affected. Everywhere, moreover, 
demonstrations against the rise in the price 
of provisions are being repeated. At Ludwigs- 
hafen cavalry charged upon the crowd; some 
were wounded. At Munich there has been 
the same violence. We know it by letters 
addressed to German prisoners in France. 
At Chemnitz the inhebitante illaged the 
traders’ shops, throwing stones through. the 
windows, casting butter and eggs into tne 
street. At last firemen drenched the crowd, 
but the demonstrators cut their hose lines 
and handled he police roughly. The letter 
that recounts it begins thus: ' We have, in- 
deed, war at home as well as abroad.”’ 
** Wherever one goes,” says a letter addressed 
from Munich to the Island of Oteron, “ you 
hear and see only misery and povertv.” On 
the Ist of November a wife of Goldlash writes 
to het imprisoned husband: ‘‘ There is always 
a great deal of tears shed on All Saints’ Day, 
but this year it was frightful.”’ 
POPULATION SERIOUSLY 
PRE-OCCU PIED. 

Put upon it what construction you will, be 
careful not to attach too much importance 
to particular cases, it remains that the Ger- 
man papers, if they still believe in final vic- 
tory, do not hide the fact that the population 
is seriously preoccupied with questions of food 
and provisions of raw materials. There are 
the facts; do you wish that we should 
try to understand them, that we should seek 
whence arise these wants, and what chances 
the German Government still has of remedy- 
ing them? At the bottom of all there seems 
to me this: In time of peace Germany im- 
ports cereals. Her own production is not 
enough in the matter of food and fodder.' At 
the beginning the German Government cal- 
culated that the war would be short, and that 
it was unnecessary to take special precaution ; 
the national stocks and the considerable re- 
sources of Belgium and our northern depart- 
ments ought to have provided against all 
needs. Aiter the battle of Flanders the truth 
appeared: the war was bound to last a long 
time. The difficulty of feeding beasts called 
for immediate sacrifices. Who was to blame’ 
The cattle, the pigs? The breeding of cattle 
being the harder to reconstitute, the Govern- 
ment ordered that all pigs should be 
sjaughtered. But, in the summer of 1915,

To relieve this situation the German Go- 
vernment has been able to purchase cereals 
at a very high price in Rumania. The occu- 
pation of very rich countries has certainly 
been a very considerable help to the Ger- 
mans. The gian sugar-refineries are work. 
ing. Molasses and the pulp of beetroots are 
used for feeding horses mi cows. The agri- 
cultural resources of Poland, of Courland, and 
of the Balkan countries have been, and are 
still, a great relief. Moreover, by means of 
certain promises, which, for my part, I do 
not understand, the Germans have got the 
English Government to allow the importation 
of: foodstaffs (maize, oil-cake, waste sugar 
products) to be brought regularly into Bel- 
gium, at the rate of the customary impor- 
tations in time of peace, in order to continue 
the intensive ‘breeding of the Belgian live- 

Germany thus assures herself a valu- 
able and important reserve of cattle. Yet 
she is seeking to buy at any price fodder: 
Maize, oil-cake, waste products of sugar, as 
Well as food fats, butter, lard, margarine. 
It is mostly by way of Holland that these 
products are sent. But here I enéroach upon 
the sequel of my inquity. 

To-day, 1 wished only to bring together a 
Mass of facts, which might Le indefinitely 
enlarged, by speaking of the substances 
necessary to the pursuit of the war. Such 
as it is, this evidence permits the reader to 
appreciate the situation. It is serious for 
the Germans, but not such that it forces them 
to give in. ‘They are protecting themsefves 
against famine by their administrative genius; 
it behoves us to harass them by our offen- 
sive getitus. 

What “have we just seea clearly? - heir 
embarrassment is real. Two days without 
meat, two days without fat, a day with meat 
but without pork, two days free; bread- 
tickets; milk-tickets: a pronibition to use 
cream for confectionery; no more cream or 
milk in chicory-coffee, a reduction of beer 
there is their regimen; vexatious for some, 
grievous for others, but, on the whole, such 
that they will not die from it. In order that 
they may die therefrom, what more can be 
done?

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M. JONESCU ON HIS 
COUNTRY’S FUTURE.

POPULAR DEMAND FOR 


WAR AGAINST GERMANY. | 


The New York World has received the 
following interesting interview with M. Take | 
Jonescu, the famous Rumanian statesman, by 
its special correspondent in Bukharest :— 

Up to the present neither the King nor the 
Government has uttered a definite word re- | 
garding their attitude towards this world- 
wide war. All that they declare is that they 
are ‘‘neutral.’’ Not a word more, 

There remains only one man in Rumania 
who can speak, and speak authoritatively, 
about the present position of Rumania, and 
as to the steps to be taken’in the future, and 
that man is M. Take Jonescu. . Many times 
Minister of the Interior and Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the leader of the Conserva- 
tive Democratic party, M. Jonescu’ is no 
doubt the most popular man in this country. 

“ Our nation 1s aware,’ said M. Jonescu, 
“ that the fate of Kumania will be decided, 
no matter whether she takes an active part 
in this war or not. The nation knows per- 
fectiy well that her supreme interests lie in 
the victory of the Hntente Powers. 

RUMANIA SEEKS UNITY. 
Rumania, like any other race, wants to 
be united; that is, her aim‘is to liberate the 
millions of Rumanians ‘who are subjected to 
Hungarian tyranny. Can this be ‘achieved 
without the final defeat of Austria-Hungary? 
Even then, her national aspirations are not 
realised unless she takes part in the war and 
wins her rights by the shedding of her own 
blood. 

‘“Our people are also aware that if the 
Central Powers should be victorious, which, 
in My opinion, is absolutely impossible, the 
Rumanians in Hungary would :be more op- 
é” in the future ewen than they have 

en in the past. In that case they would 
renounce their allegiance to the nationhood of 
Rumania and be lost to Rumania. Morggver, 
we would be left to the tender ee: of 
the Hungarians and Bulgarians, who would 
fall on us and crush first our economic life 
and then our political independence. 

““In a word, a German victory would 
mean the p&manent humiliation of Rumania. 
Our people in general are democratic and 
want to live under free institutions; bpt, if 
Germany should win, that would mean the 
triumph of reaction and the destruction of 
political freedom throughout Europe, and 
more especially in South-Eastern Europe. 

“ The nation wished to see Kumania taking 
the side of the Hntente Powers long igo; 
there were meetings, agitations, and demons- 
trations against the Government. At present, 
however, a great calm exists. ‘This _ is. 
because everybody has made up his mind, 
and the people are awaiting the very first 
opportunity of entering the war. 

CANNOT SIDE WITH GERMANY. 

“The Government constantly aver that 
they are ‘neutral ’—nothing more. But 
they know perfectly well that nobody— 
absolutely nobody—will be able to bring 
Rumania on the. side of the Teutonic 
Powers. “ 

“Sooner or later, therefore, the Govern- 
ment will have to yield to the national] will 
and take their stand alongside of England, 
France, Italy, Russia, and the others. And if 
Rumania is provided with munitions as amply 
as Russia is provided by the Allies, she could 
stand a long war. 

“As regards the King. he is a constitu- 
tional monarch, and therefore he has neither 
the right nor the desire to impose his will 
upon Sa in order to follow a personal 
policy. is Majesty has stated most empha- 
tically that he is just as good a Rumanian 
as any of us, notwithstanding his German 
origin,jand we have no reason whatever to 
doubt his Royal word of honour. 


TEUTON SWAY INTOLERABLE. 

“The people have been much amused at a 
remark that I made recently. I. said, ‘I 
would rather be a waiter in Chicago than be 
the head of the Government here if the Ger- 
mans and Austrians were to become our 
masters.’ German predominance would mean 
voluntary exile to America. 

“This exile, however, would not be for 
long, because the Germans’ victory would 
mean a war with the United States within 
a period of seven years. 

“ Happily, however, such a calamity as 
the victory of the Germans will never hap- 

n. The Germans will never win—it is an 
impossibility. Unfortunately, we shall have 
to register the loss of many more millions of 
lives, a terrible amount of destruction, and 
more crimes like those of Belgium, Serbia, 
and the etill worse‘one of Armerfia—a night 
mare without precedent in the whole of. his- 
tory—but mankind in the twentieth century 
will never submit to be the slaves of the 
German Emperor and his military clique. 

“I have a great faith in the final triumph 
of moral ideas. Never in history have such 
undertakings. as those of the Germans in the 
present war been successful. If I have striven

It 
was only a matter of a single copper, but it 
must be remembered that a ticket collector 
has to deal with thousands of people a day, 
and, as trifles have a habit of mounting up, 
even the smallést mistake must be detected. 
In this case the passenger was hurrying away 
from the barrier when he was checked by a 
polite reminder that there was ‘‘a penny. to 
pay.” After a murmured apology he made 
good the small deficiency, and with a smiling 
‘thank you ” the girl resumed her collecting 
work. Both the carefalness and courteousness 
of these newly-enlisted railway servants were 
well displayed in this very ordinary little 


incident, 


AT THE TICKET BARRIERS. 

The London, Brighton, and South Coast 
Company have employed women collectors for 
several months. They wear a smart uniform 
of dark blue cloth with a peaked cap—which, 
by the way, is not at all unbecoming—and 
have attained such proficiency in their duties 
that they are able to take sole charge of the 
barriers. They lead busy lives, for in the 
intervals between handling tickets they are 
called upon to answer many ‘inquiries from 
intending passengers concerning the hours of 
departure or arrival, or the stopping-places of 
trains. But they seem to be perfectly happy 
in their work, and well coached in the neces- 
saty information, while, if there should be a 
question they cannot answer off-hand, it is 
settied by a quick reference to an ever-ready 
time-table. 

Besides Victoria, there are ticket-collectors 
at other London stations. ‘They may be met 
with at Euston, at Paddington, and else- 
where—on the Underground they are becom- 
ing quite ubiquitous—going about their duties 
with an air of cheerful confidence. The travxel- 
ling public have already become accustomed 
to what at the outset seemed a novelty, and 
the evidence all goes-to show that the change 
has not meant for them any less efficient ser- 
vice. At one terminus in the metropolis, 
however, no expectation was held out of the 
employment of women collectors. it is the 
view of the management that, with an average 
of 100,000 passengers a day, including a great 
number of troops, the work there would Le too 
severe for them. -But elsewhere they ‘have 
undoubtedly “made good.” : 

There is, however, no exception in the case 
of any railway as regards the eniployment of 
women for carriage cleaning. lt is work 
especially fitted for female’ hands, and. one 
stationmaster was. sufficiently enthusiastic 
over the tg TE he had seen in the ap- 
pearance of his company’s coaches as to speak 
These women receive 
exactly the same wages as male cleaners— 
namely, 18s. a week, and they have proved 
themselves a thoroughly industrious, body of 
servants. 


RESTAURANT CARS AND BOOKSTABLS. 

There are many other ways in which female 
labour is being utilised “on the line.” Pas- 
sengers on long-distance trains equipped with 
restaurant cars will have noted the gradual 
disappearance of malg attendants and their re- 
placement by girl waitresses. Unfortunateiy, 
the reign of the “ neat-handed Phyllis ” is not 
to bea long one, for the withdrawal of the 
restaurant car is threatened at an early date, 
but she has, at any rate, had an opportunity 
of showing that she can serve a meal to the 
satisfaction of the. most: exacting passenger. 
And when the customary amenities of railway 
travelling are restored to us after the war the 
serious rival. 

Then, of course, girls now preside over the 
bookstalls and vend newspapers on the plat- 
forms. They are less pertinacious, perhaps, 
than the boys for whom they are substitutes, 
but people are not likely to complain on that 
account. 

Moreover, it need not be supposed that 
women are out only for work that will not 
sotl their hands. As a matter of fact, they 
have actually enrolled themselves among the 
émployés in locomotive sheds, and, clad in 
serviceable “‘slops,” are helping to clean 
enginés—an eminently useful if by no means 
dainty form of labour. Doubtless there are 
other ways in which women are assisting to 
carry on the railway service of the country, 
but enough has heen said to indieate how 
much the public owes to their adaptability 
and their courage in taking up duties which 
hitherto have been entirely foreign to them,

THE ENGLISH COMPOSER. 
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HIS FUTURE CHANCE, 


Writing in the Daily T'elegraph, Mr. Robin 
H. Legge says :—As the war proceéds my bag 
of letters each week seem to grow. But 
though a large number of letters come from 
friends of this music page in France and else- 
where, a still larger number come from folk 
at home, most of whom are too old to take up 
arms, Among this number are many letters 
from native composers, who are suffering 
clearly from the bitterest disappointment, be- 
cause it seems to them, an@ they frankly own 
up, that in spite of the fact that music is 
maintaining its place in our social life just 
now, in spite also of the other fact that Ger- 
man musicians are no longer prominent here, 
their own chance seems to them to be no 
better than it was in the palmy days before 
the war. One musician writes that he has 
won a great multitude of prizes, such as the 
Alexander Prize, the Musicians’ Prize, and so 
on and so forth, and while he writes he ad- 
mits that prize-wanning is no test of art, but 
only of technique. Yet never, says he, does 
an opportunity come his way to hear a work 
of his own composition in a concert in the 
Englishi provinces where he lives. Though 
London is had enough, the provinces are 
worse, he adds, rather pathetically. -A great 
personal friend of my own, who lives in the 
nei of a large provincial city, 
where first rate concerts have n held every 
winter for many a long year, wrote to me the 
other day: “I went last night to the last oí 
the X. Y. 7. Philharmonic Concerts, and am 
grateful for the programme, or I should not 
have gone; it was composed entirely of musi- 
cal chestnuts, all of which I -love!’’ 

No doubt the compposer-correspondent who 
cannot for his life obtain a hearing for his 
music has a very legitimate grievance, 

Hero-worship, in whatever form, is a cucse 
because it so naturally tends to narrow the 
horizon of the worshipper. But it is hero- 
worshipping that has militated more strongly 
than most things against the native composer 
taking his place in our musical Kosmos. — For 
example, when Joachim was alive, and even 
after he was dead, the ever-decreasing band 
of worshippers kept what money they to 

end on music for him or for his memory. 

e was a fetish. Now, I regard Joachim as 
one of the stumbling blocks in the course of 
our natural development in music. He was 
a hero to our public. It mattered not how 
or what he played. When he played out of 
tune in the most hideous manner, as un- 
doubtedly he did in his later years, he found 
here his apologists, who s 
ful accuracy of his sense of absolute pitch, and 
the amazing stupidity of those who thought 
he ‘was in reality a human being whose ear 
had deteriorated.

The report issued by the Irish) Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction on 
the trade in irhporta and exports at Irish 
ports during the year 1914, a report delayed 
by réason of the war, states that the total! 
import and export trade at Irish ports in 1914 
is estimated at £150,970,220, as compared 
with £147,550,538 in 1913, an increase’ of 
£3,419,682. The imports amounted to a total 
of £73,659,168, and were £15,981 less than 
in 1913; the exports amounted to; £77,511,052, 
which was £3,433,663 more than the value for 
1913. The values of imports have shown an 
increase each year compared with the previous 
year since 1904. with the exception of the 
years 1906 and 1914, and likewise the exports 
have shown an increase each year, with the 
exception of the years 1908 and i911. 

The trade in 1914 shows an ixnprovement 
on 1913, and exceeds the recoriis of any of 
the preceding years. In consifering, how- 
ever, the increases or decrease? in trade it 
should be borne in mind that the rise or fall 
in tthe total value is © @ €COD- 
siderable extent due to the rise or fall 
in the prices of commodities. ln recent vearg— 
in fact, since 1896—there has Leen a marked 
upward tendency in prices, and éonsidering in 
particular the period from 1904 to 1914 prices 
fell in 1905, rose in 1906 and (1907, fell in 
1908, and IHI reased again from 1909 to 1914, 
it should be horne in mind that the average 
prices for 1914 were not considerably in excess 
of those for 1913; the high wat prices trom 
August to the end of the year were only just 
able to counterbalance the sbarp fall in 
prices from the beginning of the year to the 
outbreak of war.) ‘S'he total value of the im 
port and export trade of ireland ihas increased 
in a most satisfactory manner sihce 1904, Lut 
the imerease in the volume ef the trade 
has not Leen my creat, This latter 
increase May be: measured by assuming 
that prices have remained the same in each 
succeeding year as in 1904.

£37 ,800.000, is importing foodstuffs and farm 
commodities of a value of £22,900,000. 

The chief agricultural export of Ireland is 
live stock, which amounted in 1914 to a total 
estimated valne of £17.572,215:; a decrease of 
nearly £2.000,000 as compared with the ex- 


port of 1915, but showing an ihcrease “of over 


1912. The high figure for 1913 was mainly 
due to the very large numbers of store cattle 
which were held back ‘from shipment during 
the second half of the year 1912 in conse- 


i quence of the restrictions impdsed on the ex- 


portation of live animals through the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease, amd which were 
exported in the early months pf 1915. High 
prices on account of the big dpmand for beef 
in Great Britain, brought abo@t by war con- 
ditions, induced the Irish farmers to dispose 
of laree numbers of fat catitle for cross- 
Channel export during the Jast/four months of 
1914 The numbers exported from Ireland 
during that period amounted tp 278,786, com- 
pared with 144,569—the average for the cor- 
responding months of the previous five years. 
The total value of the exports of cattle in 
1914 is estimated at £14,345.141, as compared 
with £15,464,468 in 1913, £8,386,868 in 1912, 
and £9,566,593 in 1911. The total number of 
cattle shipped in 1914 amounjed to 945,410, 
which, with the exception of the year 1913, is 
the highest figure on record sihce 1878, when 
the published returns of the exports of animals 
from Ireland were first issued. The ship- 
ments of sheep and lambs fell te 539,107 in 
1914, whigh is less than the namber exported 
in any year since 1884. The pumber of pigs 
exported only amounted to 147,924, which is 
the lowest figure on record. The number of 
horses exported decreased from 56,643 in 19135 
to 350,940 in 1914, the decrease in value being 
estimated at £272,215. Horsés purchased in 
lreland by the Army authorities and subse- 
quently exported are not included in these 
figures. Live stock imports into Ireland are 
very small, the total estimated value in 1914 
amounting to £500,979, as ¢ompared with 
£289,995 in 1913. This .figure, it should be 
remembered, includes a considerable number 
f horses which ‘are temporarily. imported 
chiefly for sporting purposes Which also aswell 
the export returns. The largést import is of 
sheep and lambs, of which ™%6.815 were im- 
ported in 1914, as compared! with 15,120 in 
1915. <A few breeding catth are also im- 
ported 

' The exports and importa of beef, mutton, 
bacon and hams, etc.. form also a very ‘im- 
portant and interesting class In 1914 ‘the 
total value of these exports ftom Ireland was 
estimated at £5,287,080, while/the correspond- 
ing imports amounted to £2,749,127.

ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE FOL. 

It was pleasant to turn “rom this aspect of 
the present-day life in Belgium to that sug- 
gested. by another observer of it—this time 
an American who has lived five recent months 
in Antwerp on behalf of the Commission and 
now works for it at Rotterdam. He wished 
to tell me, and told me, not of the suffering 
of the Belgian people, but of their sturdy 
attitude towards a conquering foe who hoped 
by this time to have bent and broken their 
will to live as Belgiaus, to have overcome 
their souls as he has overcome their bodies. 
So far is he from any such result, however, 
that the attitude of the Belgians towards him 
remains no more and no less than one of sup- 
pressed hatred. The wealthy classes of Ant 
werp have given up their town houses rather 
than be forced to be near the Germans there. 
Instead, they*live an hour-and-a-half's drive 
fram the city by carriage (automobiles not 
being allowed them), preferring the incon- 
venience of the long journey in and out to 
the dishonour of contact with the enemy. 
Other Belgians who live in the city remain 
there continuously rather than ask the hated 
authority íor the necessary passes out. Many 
sn decline to use the railways at all, lest 


yy so doing they contribute#mongy to Ger- 
many, while al} who must use them, includ- 
ing the wealthiest in the land, and women as 
well as men, ride in third class carriages 
that are not better than cattle trucks rather 
than seem to be helping to finance their 
enemy. 

THE GERMAN RULE. 

The German officers and soldiers keep good 

order, and are well-behaved and quiet. Fhey 


are strict, but their treatment of the people is 
no more severe than that of capable police 
men. The efforts they make to gain the good 
graces of the people are of so little avail, 
however, that it is quite a common thing to 
see the Antwerpians walking their city with 
eves fixed straight ahead of them, despite all 
ithe efforts of Germans to attract attention to 
themselves. An ingident within the experience 
of my informant carries its Own significance 
in this regard. He was in a shop, and hay- 
ing some difficulty in making himself under- 
stood in French he spoke German to. the 
woman attending him. Instantly she burst 
into tears, crying, “‘ Please do not speak that 
language!” No one is allowed out of the pro- 
vince unless for exceptional reasons, and then 
only by payment of a heavy indemnity against 
return. There is some café life in the city. 
but it is limited to the German soldiers. The 
amusements available comprise one cinema 
‘and one café-chantant. Business is almost at 
a standstill. The banks are open in the morn- 
ings, the shops invite custom. and 4he stréets 
‘are alive with people. But there is much un- 
‘employment, and the city’s appearance is one 
of holiday rather than business activity. The 
better-cTass people are very cordial with the

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NATIONAL TEACHERS’ 
ORGANISATION, 
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ANNUAL CONGRESS. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The annual Congress of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation opened yesterday ia 
Cork. 

Mr. George O’Callaghan, President, in the 
course of his opening address, described Ire- 
land in her educational systems as the most 
backward of any country in Western Europe. 
Many causes, some social,: some religious, 
some political, have, he said, contributed to 
this, but the main fact remains that if Ire- 
land is to move onward in the path of ad- 
vancement the public must, be aroused to a 
sense of their duties and responsibilities in 
the question of the education -of the youth. 
No live interest whatever is. taken on whet 
should be a subject of the most transcendant 
importance, and as a result the child, the 
teacher, and the country suffer. Our Parlia- 
mentary friends, unless roused by their con- 
stituents. will not bestir themselves to ob- 
tain justice for this country in the matter of 
educational grants, and, therefore, our 
primary system is starved. The people must 
be educated as to their duty, and we can 
do this “by showing how. urgently reform is 
needed in our primary system, and how in- 
calculable is the injurv. inflicted on our 
future citizens by the present antiquated and 
out-of-date methods of imparting knowledge. 
On the other hand, the teacher can show 
up to the public gaze the absurdity of allow- 
ing twenty men, responsible to no one, to 
manage and control a department which pos- 
sesses such powerg of good or ill for the 
future of the thild and country. 


A MAXIMUM SCHOOL DAY. 

If the Commissioneys were alive to their 
duties they should fix a maximum school 
day, as they have already arranged for a 
minimum one, The health of the child 
should be the chief consideration, and sweat- 
ing during school life should be regarded as 
a criminal offence. 


THE SCHOOL PROGRAMME. 

The secular pre ramme in our schools is 
overloaded. also affirm that, in many 
parts . of Ireland, the religious programme 
is equally burdened, and just as diffieult to 
manage. The useless stuff with which our 
secular programme is loaded must be got rid 
of once and for all. Science in girls’ 
schools—or, as a matter of fact, in any 
rimary school—is worthless, and must go. 
t is extraordinary that where agriculture is 
the main industry of the country the teach- 
ing of it, either practically or theoretically, 
is a thing of the past in all our schools. 
Recently an attempt has been made to estab- 
lish school gardens, but little headway has 
beeen made. The administrators of educa- 
tion seem to pay little heed to the uire- 
ments of our people, and thus much ‘of the 
money «oted for educational purposes is 
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uhfitied for the work in which they are en- 
gaged, although getting large sums of money 
for the supposed performance of certain 
duties, appointed some years ago a class of 
ladies and gentlemen called ‘* organisers.” 
You all know them, but I challenge any 
sensible person to say if they perform any 
useful work for. the State. Some of them 
are more officious than the most tyrannical 
inspector that ever sojourned in Tipperary 
or Limerick. The money spent in paying the 
salary and expenses of those * organisers ” 
I look upon as sheer extravagant expendi- 
ture, and this at.a time when it is sorely 
needed for useful and productive purposes. 
The teachers do not want “ organisers who 
pose as the Education Office, Resident Com- 
missioner, Secretaries, Chiefs of Inspection, 
etc., all rolled imto one to visit their schools. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

Our salaries are scarcely worth half what 
they were in pre-war days, and, to make our 
position worse, the antiquated system of pay- 
ing the teacher still continues notwithstand- 
ing our vigorous agitation for payment in ac- 
cordance with rational and modern ideas.
